They claim in Wach- 
ington that they will be better representatives of 
this Government than ordinary candidates, because 
they are familiar with the life, manners and 
languages of the Continent. One of the younger 
gentlemen of this class who is now in Washington 
is a candidate for the post of Secretary of Legation 


in London. He has plenty of money and has livea ‘ 


the last five or six years of his life in London. He 
has married an English lady. He talks with the 
most marked English accent. This accom plish- 
ment is a source of great pride to him. In prefer- 
ring his claims the other day toa distinguished 
society lady, who he thought might help him, he 
said: “I bave one advantage over the majority of 
the candidates for this place. I speak the English 
language and not the American dialect. you know." 
Henry Wight, one of the under secretaries of the 
Legation in London, who is now in Washington, 

said the other day that he would like to be retained 

if Mr. Pendleton was appointed Minister. He 
was a man of the world. and one with whom a gen- 
tlemanly secretary could associate without losing 
his social standing. He wouid not care to bold his 
place if such a rude, rough man as Thurman were 
to be appointed. There isa good deal of this sort 
of talk heard in Washington at the present time.

There is but little prospect of any encouragement 
being given to these denationalized Americans. 
The attempt to create a new standard for foreign 
appointments, based upon knowledge of society 
manners, will probably fail. Some of our greatest 
Ministers have been men who are not over-familiar 
with etiquette, but who made up for their lack of 
knowledge in this direction, by Strength of charac- 
ter, greatness of mind, and real ability.

Curious and Sensational Testimony 
ina Damage Suit. 


Frank D. Turner of Chicago Furnishes Con- 
siderable Amusement in the Circnit 
Court—Some Exceedingly Personal Flings 
Which Nearly Caused Trouble. 


The testimony in the case of John W. Staley 
against Frank D. Turner took a rather sensational 
turn in Judge Thayer's court yesterday afternoon. 
The action is for $5,000 damages for malicious pros- 
ecution, Turner having had Staley arrested for an 
alleged forgory of a chattel mortgage, for which he 
was afterwards discharged. When Mr. Turner was 
piaced on the stand some spicy personalities 


were indul in in a cross-examination. Mr. J. D. 
Jobnson, Mr. Roeder and Gov. C. P. Johnson were 
conducting the plaintiff's case and an attempt was 
made to impeach Turner's character by his connec- 
ion with the Devlin murder case some eight or nine 
years ago. Turner said it was the result of an at- 
tempt on the part of Judze Wm. C. Jones, who was 
at tuat time Judge of the Criminal Court. to cast a 
blemish on hisreputation. He further testified that 
he did considerable toward getting Judge Jones off 
the bench.

Frepenice O. Mensman, Defendant, 
State of Missouri, City St. Louis, 8s. 

Plaintiff states that heretofore, to- wit. on the 5th 
day of July, 1877, in the city of St. Louis afore- 
said, she was lawfully married to the defendant, 
and continued to live with him as bis wife from and 
after the day and year aforesaid, with short inter- 
missions as hereinafter stated, until the 7th day of 
March, 1885; that during all that time plaintiff faith- 
fully discharged all ber duties as the wife 
of the said defendant, and at all 
times treated him with kindness and affection, but 
the said defendant wholly disregarded his duties 
es the husband of the plaintiff, has offered such in- 
dignities to her as to render her condition intoler- 
able, and bas been guilty of such cruel and barbar- 
ous treatment as to endanger the life of this plain- 
tiff.

EXCHANGING TIME. 


St. Louis to Determine the Longitude 
of the Mexican Capital. 


— — — 

Prof, Henry 8. Pritchett Requested to As- 
sist the Director of the National Observa- 
tory—An Interesting Operation in Which 
a Clock at Mexico Will Tick tn St. Louis 
Arrangements for the Work. 


It iu a fact, perhaps not generally known, that 


Washington University distributes time to a larger 
area of country than any other observatory in 
America. The entire Mississippi Valley receives 
its corrections of time from the university, Besides 
this work, Prof. Henry 8. Pritchett also has much 
to doin the way of determining the longitudes of 
points which have not been definitely set- 
tled. The location of the transit 
pier at cme observatory is as well defined 


as any in the United States, and it isin excellent 
communication with the Washington and Green- 
wich observatories. It has connection with Wash- 
ington by four different routes and with Greenwich 
by two—Washington and Cambri This point 
has been selected, therefore, as the best for the 
determination of the exact longitude of the Na- 
tional observations in the City of Mexico. The

Pritchard to take — of the work at this point 
and aid him in his ea vors to find the longitude 
sought for. Correspondence with reference to the 
matter has already passed between the two 
gentiemen, but there are many details to be ar- 
beforeband, and it is thought advisable 
to postpone the actual work until more settled 
weather, when there is not so much danger of the 
interruption of commerce by wire between the two 
points. The method to be pursued in determining 
the longitude is a very simpie but at the sarpe time 
an uiteresting One. ‘ihe astronomical clock at the 
Observatory here and the clock at the National 
Observatory in the City of Mexico will be con- 
nected by a coutinuous circuit over the Mexican 
Central wire. The work will be done 
at night in order that the usual 
telegraphic business may not be seriously inter- 
fered with. The observers will decide upon some 
Star which crosses the meridian about the proper 
time for them and both will pote the exact moment 
at which it reacnes its high noon, or in otner words, 
crosses the meridian. Tuis observation is made by 
both of them for tne sole purpose of testing the cor- 
reciness of their clocks and of finding the exact o- 
cality. As soon as this correction of locai time has 
been obtained tue circuit connecting the clocks will 


be opened and ticks or seconds of 
the clock at Mexico will be re- 
corded on the chronograph here, while 


the seconds, as marked on the ciock, here will be 
recorded faithfully on the curonograph in the City 
of Mexico.
